Hearing Officer Quinn found Respondent Don Maftinez, Owner, dba Alpha 1 Construction, license
number 49793 in default and adopted the Findings of Fact and Conclusion of Law as set forth in
the Administrative complaint. The Respondent was found guilty of twelve (12) violations of NRS
624.301(21failure to pay any money when due and one (1) violation of NRS 624.3013(3) failure to
establish financial responsibility. Respondent was assessed a fine of $1,000.00 each for the First,
Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth and Thirteenth
Causes of Action for total fines of $13,000.00 and investigative costs of $2,394.00. License
number 49793, Don Martinez, Owner, dba Alpha 1 Gonstruction was revoked. Respondent is
required to make full restitution to all damaged parties and reimburse the Board for any monies
paid out of the Residential Recovery Fund plus pay the fines and investigative costs prior to
consideration of future licensure.

Upon the Stipulation of the parties, Hearing Officer Quinn found Respondent guilty of one (1)
viofation of NRS 624.3014(11(a) acting in the capacity of a contractor under any license issued
except in the name of the licensee as set forth upon the license; one (1) violation of NRS
624.3013(5), as set forth in NAC 624.640(5) failure to include its license number and monetary
license limit on its contracts; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3015(1) acting in the capacity of a
contractor beyond the scope of the license; and one (1) violation of NRS 624.3014(21(a) aiding or
abetting an unlicensed person to evade the provisions of this chapter. Respondent was assessed
a fine of $500.00 each for the First and Second Causes of Action; a fine of $2,000.00 for the Third
Cause of Action; a fine $1,000.00 for the Eighth Cause of Action for total fines of $4,000.00 and
investigative costs of $2,097.00.

The Respondent was found guilty of three (3) violations of NRS 624.301(21
abandonment of a construction project when the percentage of the project completed is less than
the percentage of the total price of the contract paid to the contractor at the time of abandonment;
three (3) violations of NRS 624.3013(5), as set forth in NRS 624.750(3Xb) diversion of money; three
(3) violations of NRS 624.3013(5), as set forth in NAC 624.640(5) failure to include its license
number and monetary license limit on its contracts; one (1) violation of NRS 624.302(5) failure to
respond to a written request from the Board; one (1)violation of NRS 624.3013(5), as set forth in
NAC 624.640(3) failure to notify the Board of a change of address; and one (1) violation of NRS
624.3013(3) failure to establish financial responsibility. Respondent was assessed a fine of
$1,000.00 each for the First, Second, Fifth, Sixth, Eighth and Ninth Gauses of Action; a fine of
$100.00 each for the Third, Seventh and Tenth Causes of Action; a fine of $500.00 each for the
Fourth, Eleventh and Twelfth Causes of Action for total fines of $7,800.00 and investigative costs
of $2,403.00. License number 56998, Bormann Construction, LTD. was revoked. Respondent is
required to make full restitution to all damaged parties and reimburse the Board for any monies
paid out of the Residential Recovery Fund plus pay the fines and investigative costs prior to
consideration of future licensure.
